Prior art does not teach or suggest, in combination with the other claimed 
limitations, a method of infiltrating organic material into spaces in one or more 
nanostructures by exposing the organic material to a solvent vapor. Haggenmueller et 
al. (Chemical Physics Letters 330, 2000) teaches a method of dispersing carbon 
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nanotubes in an organic material in the presence of a solvent, but does not expressly 
teach that the organic material is infiltrated into spaces in one or more nanostructures 
by exposure to the solvent vapor.
